worse for the taught. 
It is especnally 
pernioioas to the children in the earlier 
stages of their geographical studies, 
for it tortures their memories and 
Inrings no compensating advantage. 
It 
fosters idleness and listlessness on the 
part of the teacher, who, instead ol ex- 
erting his faculties to invest the sab- 
ject with a living interest, becomes for 
the time a mere machine, mechanically 
. acting within the limits prescribed in 
olass-beok. 


In dealing with the yonng we shuald 
try to feel ourselves young again« to 
M«^ things as they are seen by young 
^ e s , to realize the difficulties that lie 
in the way of children's appreciation 
of the world around them, to be filled 
with an abounding sympathy which 
•nbdnes all impatience on our side, and 
calls out on tlie side of the children 
their eonfideiK;e and affection. Mutnal 
sympathy and esteem are a pledge of 
enduring success. 
To cement this bond 
of nnion between teacher and taught 
there should be no set tasks for KMne 
considerable time. 
The lessons ought 
rather to be pleasant conyersations 
about familiar things. 
The 
pnpfls 
ahonld be asked questions such as they 
aan 
readily 
answer, 
and 
the 
answering 
of which 
causes them 
to 
reflect, and gives 
them 
con- 
fidence in themselves and freedom with 
the teacher. 
The objects in the school- 
room, in the plajgroui)d, on the road 
to the school, should be made use of aa 
anbjects for such questionings with the 
aim of drawing out the knowledge ao* 
quired by the pupils from their ownob« 
servation. 
Every question should be 
one which requires for its answer thai 
tiie children have actually seen som» 
thing with their own eyes and have 
taken mental note of it.

of snch questions stimulates the observ- 
ing faciJty, and not infrequently gives 
a chance of distinction to boys and girls 
whose capabilities are not well tested

THE TARIFF BILL. 


The Chairman of Ibe Wayg and Means 
Committee Snbmfts a Report 
of the Tarilf Bill. 


WASHINOTON, March 1.—The chair- 
man of tbe ways and means committee 
to-day submitted to a full committee the 
tariff bill, npon which the democratic 
members have been at work for several 
months. The free list section is to take 
effect July 1, 1888. The measure was 
immediately made public. 


In the list which may be imported 
free of duty are the following: Timber, 
hewn and sawed, and timber used for 
spars and in building wharves; timber

cents per pound; hollow-ware, 2^ cents 
per pound. 


All leaf tobacco unmanufactured is 
fixed at thirty-five cents per pound and 
tbe present distinction between Sumutra 
a jd ordinary wrapping tobacco is abol- 
ished. 


Tae entire wood schedule is subjected 
to 30 per cent. dnty. All grades of sugar 
are reduced by an amount varying 
from one fifth to one fourth of the pres- 
ent duties. Cettonyarn is reduced to 
thrity-five and forty per cent, bleached 
linens twenty-five per cent, other yarns 
twenty-five per cent, cotton cloth forty 
per cent, cloaks forty-five per cent, car- 
pets thirty jpet cent«, paper and its 
manufactures generally reduced, carri- 
ages thirty per cent. 


The aggregate of reductions in reve- 
nue, efiected by the bill according to 
the beet information in the bands of 
the committtee is fixed at $55,000,000.

Two hundred engineers from the east, 
to take the places of the Burlington 
strikers, passed through the city last 
evening over the Pittsburg. 
While at 
the depot, a SBBTINBL reporter talked to 
several of them. 
"The most of us,'* 
said one of them, as he leaned out of the 
car window, "are from New York and 
Philadelphia. 
We do not belong to the 
brotherhood, of course, and we feel per- 
fectly justified in taking the places of 
the strikers. 
We are out of work and 
want employment, and this road offers it 
to us. They pay our transportation to 
our destinations and offer us from $115 
to $150 
a month, and assure us a p-r- 
manent situation. 
An idle man, who 
does not belong to the brotherhood, 
would be a fool, it seems to me, not to 
accept such a situation." 


•'^me of you are Beading strikers, 
are you not?" asked our reporter. 


Yes, some of us were made the vic- 
tims of the Beading strike." 


"What IS the general feeling of the 
the Knights of Labor throughout the 
east in relation to this strike?" 


"They desire the defeat of tbe Broth- 
erhood. I am not going as a Enight of 
Labor, bnt as a first-class mechanic out 
of Work. 
A Brotherhood man is now 
running my machine, and if I pass ex- 
amination I'll stay. 
In doing so I 
shall 
not 
consider 
myself 
a 
'scab,' but shall hold that I am fulfill- 
ing my duty to myself and to my family. 
The Brotherhood started this fight and 
must stand the responsibility." 


••Are there more engineers from the 
Beading road who feel as TOU do?" 


•'You bet your life there are. The 
Beading engineers went on a strike in 
company with 40,000 miners who were 
the only support of thousands of fami- 
lies 
When the result was trembling in 
the balance the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers came forward and 
filled our places. Tbey claim that it 
was done as individuals, 
Perhaps it 
was. We are here as individuals. 
You 
have not heard that the Knights of La- 
bor have declared against the strikers, 
have you ? I feel sor^ for the striking 
engineers of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy as a fellow craftsman, 
but I have no use for their organiza- 
tion." 


They claim that the Brotherhood left 
them in a lurch in the Beading and New 
York railroad strikes. 
"At Beading and 
in the mining districts we are ••spotted" 
and can't get a days work at any price, 
because 
the 
Brotherhood 
declared 
against us. We are going to live how- 
ever." 


They were met here and all along the 
line by engineers who tried to persuade 
them to return home. The most per- 
sistant one at this point was Engineer 
Joe Wood, of the Nickel Plate. 
The 
travelers ilstened but said nothing, but 
it could be seen that only a little more 
interierence was necessary to create a 
riot. The tourists are big fellows, mostly 
English, Irish and Scotchmen who stand 
just so much. 


ANOTHEB DEIISOATION.

Ctoanln^ Horses by Machinery. 


The tendency of the age is toward 
bbofsaving machinery, and new de- 
TioeB are bein^ introduced in all trades 
professions which lead to econo- 
mize manual work. 
The horse has, 
until now, been cleaned by the groom's 
jmannal exertions only, and a useful ap- 
pliance for facilitating the process will, 
therefore, be warmly welcomed by all 
owners of horses. 
This will, we should 
(Wy, be the case with the 
horse-clean- 
ing machine devised by a Danish in- 
ventor. 
It consists of a rotary bnish 
which is worked by a long spiral spring 
to which it is attachetl. 
Th • latter, 
again, is set in motion by a wlieel fitted 
with a handle which is fastened very 
tightly round the waist of tlie manipu- 
lator, by means of leather straps, a lit- 
tle toward the right sido. 
The handle 
of the brush is in the left hand while 
the wheel of the machine is turned with 
the right hand. 
It is to be observed 
that if the machine is in use the spiral 
must be kept as straight as .possible, 
and in order to make this easier for the 
manipulator he should, while he is 
cleading the body of the horse, almost 
turn his b&ck to the latter, while, when 
cleaning the front, he ought to be fac- 
ing the animal. 
The brushing is done 
in rings from the back of the belly, and 
it has been found in practice to be 
tlioroughly efficient. To prevent the 
brush catching the hair of the horse'.-j 
tail the upper part of the tail should b ^ 
tied together. 
The brush is ea-^ilv 
(ileaned by letting it work against a 
roTigh wail, and the machine and spiral 
spring must, of course, be kept well 
oiled. 
This horse-cleaning machine ha^ 
been used with comi)lete success with 
ciritus ]>ropriett)ra and other owners oí 
horses, anil the inventor has, amon ^ 
"thers, received a testimonial from the 
trainer of the liorse.s of the Crown Prince 
ot Denmark, whif-h is to the effect that 
"the machine is exceedingly practical 
where a large stock of horses is kept, as 
it cleiinsofi tho coat very quickly and 
efJ'e ;tiv('ly, and gives it a nice gloss. 
The working of tlie machine ;« easy, 
and any onti having used it a whue wul 
Itecoine (juite an expert with it." 
An- 
other advantage is testified to by a firm 
nf tanners of bor.sehides, who state that 
the curry-comb is doing a great deal ol 
liarni to the hides, especially where 
there are almost or recently healed 
^.o^n.ls. 
The horses would, in the 
ojiin'on of these experts, be spared 
great suíT^'riníxs when once the new ma* 
chiue is geneva'1' in'r-» Inr^ed. 


liiirhtnin^ Flashes. 


Every one is familiar with the fact 
that lightning does not spring direct 
from cloud to clond or to the earth, but 
]»ursues a zigzag course. 
This is due 
to the fact that tho air is not equally 
humid throughout. 
Electricity always 
takes the path wliich oifers* least resist- 
ance to its passage. 


Dam]> air is a ninch better conduct- 
ing medium than dry ;iir; consequently 
the lightning selects the damp air route, 
avoiding the drier strata and zones it 
encounters, and advances—now directly 
now obl^iuely—until it reaches the op- 
posite cloud, where it subdivides into a 
number of forks. 


Owing to the resistance which it en- 
coimiers in its path, intense heath if 
ge nerated, whi -h causes the air to ex- 
pand. 
Immediately alter the Hash the 
air again contracts with groat violence 
and ^vith a loud report, which is echoed 
and re-echoe.l among the clouds. 


Tlie report reaching the ear of the 
lis ener from varying distances is drawn 
out into a series, and, being still further 
prolonged by the echoes, the roll of 
thunder is prodn<'ed. 


It is a curious fact that, although the 
sound of thunder is «exceedingly loud 
when hi'ard _iear at hand, the area over 
wh'ch it is audilile is comparatively 
circumscribed. 
TIK^ noise of a cannon- 
ade will be liearJ, under favorable con- 
ditions, at a distance of nearly one hun- 
dred miles, wliile the sound of thunder 
does not travel over lifteen miles.

Sheet lightning has the appearance 
of a sheet of liami^ momentarily 
illum- 
inating part 
the sky or cloud surface. 
It is, in reality, but the retlection of 
lightning Hashing beyond the horizon 
or beltin<l the clouds, and at too great 
a distance for the thunder to be au- 
dible.

manifestations of electricity is globular 
lightning, in ¡ippearance like a ball of 
lire moving leisurely along and remain- 
ing visible, it may be, several minutes.

The Kind of Money a Nation Wfll Use. 


One needs but to stand for s brief 
time at the marts of trade in countries 
of varied degrees of civilization, 
to 
quickly recognize and understand that 
the kind of money a country will have 
and use, depends upon, and will vary 
with, the extent and variety of its pro- 
ductions, the price of its labor, and the 
rapidity and magnitude of its exchanges: 
and investigation will further inform 
him that when mankind, savage, semi- 
civilized, civilized, or enlightened will 
find out by experimentation what metal 
or otL-/r instrumentality they will em- 
ploy ; and that statute law can do little 
more than recognize and confirm the 
fact. 
In truth, legislation in respect 
to money, as is the case in respect 
to 
other things, never originates any new 
ilea; "but merely enacts that that 
•vhich has been fol^nd beneficial or 
j)rejudicial in many cases, shall be used, 
limited, or prohibited in all similar 
cases within its jurisdiction." 
Thus, in 
all countries where jjrices are low, 
vages small, transactions limited, and 
exchanges sluggish, nothing more valu- 
i'.ble can be used as money for elTecting 
t he great bulk of the exchanges, than 
( Opper; and in countries like Mexico 
;;nd China, even the copper coin corre- 
sponding to the American "cent," the 
Jmglish "half-penny," and the French 
"sou" is often so disproportionate in 
point of value to the wants of retail 
trade, that in the former, country it ia 
made more useful by being halved and 
quartered, and in the latter is replaced 
with some even cheaper metal, as iron, 
or spelter. 
The wages in all such coun- 
tries do not in general exceed twenty 
to twenty-five cents a day, and the sum 
of such wages, when represented in 
money, must be capable of division into 
as many parts in order to be exchanged 
tor the many daily necessities of an in- 
dividual or a family. 
But with w ^ e s 
at 25 cents per day, the use of coined 
gold would obviously be impracticable. 
The equivalent of a day's labor in gold 
would be too small to be conveniently 
handled; the equivalent of an hour's 
labor would be smaller than a pin's 
head. 
And in a lesser degree would be 
Iho inc >nvetiience of using coined silver 
for 
eftecting 
the division of simi- 
lar small 
wages.—Papula^

THE private office of Daniel Man- 
ning in the Arguii newspaper office," 
says a correspondent, is to-day exactly 
what it was when Mr. Manning went to 
Washington in the winter of 1885 to ac- 
cept the treasury portfolio.

office is very well known. 
It is a com- 
partment, perhaps a dozen feet sqaare, 
on the ground floor of the Argus build- 
ing. 
To reach it it was necessary to 
pass through the Broadway entrance to 
the business office.

once secluded and comfortable; a re- 
treat, in fact, to which almost every 
Democratic politician of note in the State 
has at one time or another directed his 
footsteps. 
Mr. Manning had another 
office in the Commercial bank, which 
was around the corner on State street, 
but banking was so much more exact- 
ing than his newspaper duties that Mr. 
Manning preferred not to be disturbed 
by politicians at the bank offica To th 
newspaper ofBce, however, everybody 
was welcome. 
The last time he was 
visited by any man of note in the "den" 
was in September, 1886. 
His visitor 
was no less a person than the President 
of the United Statea 
Mr. Cleveland 
had just emerged from the 
Adiron- 
dack, and was on his way to Washing^- 
ton. 
The car containing his partj 
stood on a siding at the Delaware ani 
Hudson station during the night Early 
in the morning the President and Dan 
X<amont alighted and walked over to 
the Argus office, some blocks distant. 
There the President was closeted with 
the Secretary of the Treasury for an 
hour. 
The result of that interview was 
that the latter, who had been 
improv- 
ing in health, agreed to returti to the 
cabinet. 
He had 
previously written 
his resignation and placed it in Mr. 
Cleveland's hand, but the President ha^ 
declined to receive it. " 


A POSTMASTP^R in a small village in 
Mississipi^i has written to the Post- 
master (ieneral, asking him to discon- 
tinue the office. He explains that hi« 
neighbors, who are wool-growers, bo- 
came distrustful of his rabbit-dog, and 
in conseijuence, he states, "it turned 
up missing.

pursues a zigzag coarse. This is: dtM 
10 tbe fact that tho air is not equally 
humid throughout. Electricity always 
takes the path which offers* least resist- 
anoe to its passage. 
Damp air is a mnch better conduct- 


ing medium than dry nir; oonseqnentfy 
the lightning selects the damp air rout*, 
avoiding the drier strata and EOnea it 
enconntcrs, and advances—now directly 
now obliquely—until it reaches the op- 
posite elond, where it subdivides into a 
number of forks. 


Owing to the resistance which It en- 


counters in its path, intense heath ii 
generated, which causes the air to ex- 
pand. Immediately after the flash the 
air again contracts with great violence 
and with a loud report, which is echoed 
and re-echoed among the clouds. 


The report reaching the ear ol th* 


listener from varying distances is drawn 
out into a series, and, being still further 
prolonged by the echoes, the roll ol 
thunder is produced. 
It is a curious fact that, although thi 


sound of thunder is exceedingly loud 
when hoard aear at hand, the area over 
which it is audible 'is comparatively 
circumscribed. Tho noise of a cannon- 
ade will be heard, under favorable con- 
ditions, at a distance of nearly one hun- 
dred miles, while the sound of thunder 
does not travel over fifteen miles. 
' The occurrence of the thunder .and 


the lightning is, ol conrse, • simultane- 
ous; but as light travels faster than 
Bound its passage ia practically simul- 
taneous—the Hash may be seen several 
seconds before the thunder is heard. 
.The diatance of thnnder may thus bl 
approximately estimated, an interval o: 
five seconds between the flash and the 
thunderclap being allowed to each 
mile. 
. 
Sheet lightning hoe the appearance 


of a sheet of flamo momentarily illum- 
inating part of the sky or cloud surface. 
It ia, in reality, bnt the reflection o 
lightning flashing beyond the horizon 
or behind the clouds, and at too great 
a distance for the thnnder to be an 
dible. 
But the most remarkable of all the 


manifestations of electricity is globular 
lightning, in appearance like a ball ol 
fire moving leisurely along and remain 
ing visible, it may be, noveral minutes.
